The Platform of the Struggle

What is the platform of the strug- 
gle against the Communist Interna- 
tional? 

First: That the Comintern and 
International, the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union, has degener- 
ated. The “running sore” concep- 
tion of Lovestone is now reinforced 
by the idea that there is a “scis- 
sors” between the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union and the other 
sections of the Comintern. This 
“scissors” conception runs as fol- 
lows: “That the Party of the Soviet 
Union having achieved its proleta- 
rian dictatorship is far in advance of 
the other parties and since it is the 


most authoritative section, it is driv- 
ing the other sections into adven- 
turist tactics, for example, their al- 
legations of “Putchist” tactics in 
Berlin on May Day, etc. 


Secondly, they support the theory 
of exceptionalism and challenge the 
conception of the Comintern regard- 
ing the estimation of American Im- 
perialism.

The same idea was expressed by 
Thalheimer when he declared, “That 
the Russian comrades would not see 
them (the leaders of the Brandler 
group) again until they could speak 
on equal terms, as one power to

Hence the 
international significance, (in the 
strict sense of the word) of the 
Soviet Power as well as of the 
fundamentals of Bolshevik theory

Those who maintain a contrary 
view to that expressed by Lenin 
not only repeat the legend of me- 
chanical application which all rene- 
gades have maintained against Com- 
munist International as for example 
Levi, Hoeglund, and others, but 
slide down to the position of Trot- 
skyism, to the conception of Ther- 
midor.”
